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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the examiner believes the prior art (Johnson) 
does show in Figure 2, the influence of the first mask (the mask used on the plaintext bits of part B) is removed through the computations 
with plaintext part A and the use of a one-way generator function that produces a second mask which is then XOR with plaintext part B to 
form the ciphertext (masked Part B). When the second XOR (218) is applied, the influence of the first mask is removed similar to what is 
taught in applicant's specification on page 17, lines 7-15. In that section of applicant's specification, it is taught that the influence of the 
first mask is removed by an XOR prior to the final permutation of the plaintext data. Based on the above, the examiner maintains his 
position. 
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
